—It  is  reported  from  Valparaiso  tli:it  ad- 
miral Uribe  is  going  to  Europe  to  acquire  more 
war  vessels  for  Chili. 

—A  Sucre  telegram  says  tint  Chili  has 
offered  Bolivia  six  millions  (f  pjso.s  far  the 
Bolivian  sea  coist.  This  appettts  to  he  doubt- 
ful. 

—Rear  Admiral  Vial,  Cliilian  miuiater  of 
marine,  has  receiver!  many  coiigratulalions 
from  foreign  representatives  on  the  success  of 
the  naval  review  at  Coquimho. 

—It  is  believed  that  the  Cliilian  minister  at 
Sucre  will  be  withdrMwii,  and  that  strained 
relations  between  Bolivia  and  Chili  will  fallow. 
This  is  largely  due  to  the  arrogant  temper  of 
Chili. 

—The  Chilian  journal /,(?  7iiri/(',  with  rare 
discretion,  is  discussing  the  division  of  Bolivia 
between  Chili,  Peru,  Argenlina  and  Brazil. 
This  is  a  first-class  way  to  stir  up  trouble  with 
Bolivia,  and  possibly  war.

It  is  a  waste  of 
time.  No  republic  in  South  America  is  pre- 
pared to  permit  a  free  and  honest  election,  no 
matter  what  the  law  may  say. 

— It  would  seem  that  the  refusal  of  the  Chi- 
lian minister  at  Sucre  to  recognise  the  right 
of  Bolivia  to  a  port  on  the  Pacific  coast  was  in 
obedience  to  uistriictions,  antl  it  is  looked 
upon  in  Chili  as  something  of  the  ultimatum 
order. 

— The  coal  miners  at  Coroiiel,  Chili,  have 
struck  work  and  are  using  force  to  prevent 
others  from  working.  A  tcleirram  of  tlie  13th 
says  that  some  of  the  noii  strikers  have  been 
assLissiuated  and  that  troops  have  been  sent  to 
the  scene  of  disturbance. 

—The  health  of  H.  E.  the  President  of  the 
republic  continues  to  iiU])rove.  It  is  bis  pre- 
sent intention  to  spend  a  week  or  two  in  the 
connlry  before  returning  to  Santiago,  and  be 
will  probably  resume  his  functions  as  head  of 
the  state  at  or  about  the  beginning  of  OcLoljer. 
— Cliilian  'Jiines,  Aug.  29. 


RIVER  PLATE  ITEMS. 
— Steps    have  been    tRken  to  exchide  Brazi- 
lian citizens  from  the  Uruguayan  army. 

—  It  is  slated  that  an  Argentine  syndicate 
with  a  capital  of  |i, 000,000  has  been  organized 
to  control  the  Piiraguayaii  tobacco  trade. 

—It  liHS  been  decided  in  Buenos  Aires  to 
omit  the  military  review  from  the  prognimme 
of  festivities  in  Iionor  of  Prea.  Campos  Salles, 
This  is  a  good  resolntiou. 

—  It  liJisbeeii  decided  ill  Ptiraguay  to  reor- 
ganize the  national  guard.  Contrary  to  Mr. 
Elpliinstone  Heagle's  assertion,  the  Pani- 
guayau  national  guard  is  not  composed  of 
women. 

— The  Uruguayan  government  has  iionii- 
iiated  Dr.  Juan  CuestaK,  a  nepliew  of  tlie 
President,  to  represent  Uruguay  at  the  Pan- 
American  congress,  convened  tu  meet  in  the 
city  of  Jlexico, 

— The  Br,  sir.  "  Belle  Vne "  having  been 
ordered  away  from  Biieno.'i  Aires  on  the 
jirete.Nt  of  luiving  cattle  onboard  with  f{)ol 
and  moiilh  ilisease,  the  Brili.'ili  iiiinisLer  has 
presented  a  prolest  for  losses  and  damages, 

— All  the  surveys,  studit^s.  etc.  (says  the 
ltei'ie7u  of  tlir  River  Plate)  liave  now  been 
completed  with  respect  to  the  construclion  of 
a  port  at  RosHiio,  and  nssoon  as  the  conditions 
liave  been    printed  tenders  will  be  caHed  for. 

—It  is  slHted,  says  the  Buenos  Aires  Herald, 
tliat  in  'IHicniiKiii  the  crop  of  sugar  this  year 
will  entirely  put  an  end  to  the  crisis  in  tlr-it 
]3rodnct,  as  llie  iinln.wtry  is  ;U  ]in.-^onl  ver\- 
flourishing  and  llie  article  obl;iin.s  ;i  good 
price. 

— A  Bnenos  Aires  telegram  of  the  lotb  siiys 
the  Prilchard  expedition  sent  out  by  the 
Daily  Express  to  .search  for  .some  animal 
supposed  to  be  extinct,  has  left  there  for 
Patagonia  on  the  "  Primeiro  rle  Manjo.  "  It 
is.said  that  the  animal  is  the  niylodoii. 

— At  the  Bolivian  Ciipital,  it  is  considered 
strange  that  Hr;izi!  should  liiive  refused  per- 
mission for  Bolivian  troops  to  pass  up  the 
Amazon  to  tlie  Acre  district,  when  permission 
was  readily  given  I'erii  lo  send  troops  up  that 
river  at  the  time  of  the  kjuitosrevolnlion, 

— The  new  nationsil  mole  at  Rosario  will  be 
finished  by  the  end  of  the  year  and  all  the 
filling  in  behind  will  also  be  finished  :  ves.sels 
will  then  be  able  to  come  alongside,  and  pas- 
sengers will  not  have  t.)  risk  their  lives,  when 
landing  on  the  old  jirivate  wharves  ii(5w  in 
use. — Reviezv,  Bnenos  Aires. 

— More  or  le.ss  difficulty  seems  to  have  been 
encountered  at  Buenos  Aires  in  pruning  down 
the  festivities  in  honor  of  President  Campos 
Salles,  They  want  to  compress  a  month's 
work  into  ten  days.  And  now  that  President 
Roca  has  interfered  to  cut  rlown  the  program- 
me, resistance  is  encountered  on  every  side. 

— It  is  telegraphed  from  Rio  de  Janeiro 
that,  on  his  return  trip  from  Bnenos  Aires, 
President  Campos  Sulles  will  remain  for  a  day 
ill  Montevideo  in  order  to  visit  President 
Cuestas.  This  will  be  about  the  third  week 
in  October,  imlesa  the  date  of  the  visit  is 
changed  for  the  fortieth  time.  —  Montevideo 
Times,  Sept.  2. 

— It  is  said  that  some  of  the  celebrated  bank 
managers  and  directors  of  the  River  Plate  wlio 
have  beeo  so  successful  in  swamping  national 
banks  in  Argentina  a  few  years  ago,  are  very 
anxious  that  the  president  and  directors  of  the 
Banco  da  Repubtica  shall  form  a  part  of 
President  Campos  Salles  retinue.  They  pro- 
tuiK  an  entbuatastic  welcome. 


—On  the  loth  iiist.  ^ome.  Englishmen  are 
going  to  start  for  Patagonia  to  look  for  the 
mylodon.  The  search  is  as  likely  to  be  suc- 
cessful as  if  they  look  for  the  philosopher's 
stone.  They  at  least  will  learn  tliat  Patagonia 
is  not  a  "  great  sandy  desert"  as  marked  in 
most  English  maps  probably  to  fill  up  tlie 
blank  in  the  geographer's  knowledge.— A',  W, 
Herald,  Sept.  6. 

—  A  repoit  was  current  in  Buenos  Aires  on 
the  3tst  that  President  Campos  Silles  had 
postponed  his  visit.  As  the  President's  cish 
is  not  deposited  in  the  Bhiico  daRepnblica 
and  he  is  not  subject  to  "60  days  noticen  like 
many  of  is  humble  admirers,  he  will  not  be 
prevented  from  having  his  little  pleRsure  trip. 
The  losses  and  wrongs  of  the  people  of  his 
capital  will  not  be  an  obstacle. 

— Preparations  for  the  first  celebration  of 
this  interesting  fete  |«fcte  of  the  treesn)  have 
now  assnmed  an  active  form,  and  snndry 
conimitt'ees  are  liard  at  work  completing  the 
arrangements.  These  are  no  trifle,  as  5000 
school  children  are  expected  to  take  part. 
Allegorical  cars  and  costumes  will  be  em- 
ployed, Tile  fete  takes  place  on  Tuesday  the 
iStli  instant,  anniversary  of  the  peace  of  1S97. 
Tlie  day  will  probably  be  decreed  a  holiday  for 
the    occasion.  —  Montevideo    Times,   Sept.  5, 

— The  Paraguay  Development  Company, 
with  headquarters  at  257  South  Fourth  street, 
Philadelphia,  has  been  incorporated  under 
the  laws  of  New  Jersey,  with  an  authorized 
capital  of  11500,000.  The  objects  as  set  forth 
ill  the  certificate  of  incorporation  are:  To  open 
up  and  develop  the  natural  resources  of  South 
American  countries,  and  especially  of  the 
republic  of  Paraguay;  to  organize  and  conduct 
explorations;  to  engage  in  mining;  to  estab- 
lish, lease  or  operate  steamship  lines;  lo 
promote  immigralioii;  Lo  obtain  and  develop 
concessions  of  every  kind;  to  provide  for 
harbor  works,  docks,  water  works,  railways, 
sewers  and  electric  and  other  lighting  plants; 
to  receive  and  store  merchandise  and  to 
conduct  financial  negolialions  and  operations 
for  govertiments  or  individuals. — A''.  Y,  Jout- 
tial  0/  Commerce,  Aug.  17. 

— The  Brazilian  deputy  who  was  arrested  a 
month  or  so  ago,  on  the  charge  of  attempting 
to  murder  bis  wife,  and  of  actually  murdering 
liis  wife's  aunt,  has  been  duly  tried,  and  after 
a  short  hearing  acquitted  by  the  uuaiiinious 
vole  of  the  jury.  We  hardly  think  the  pro- 
ceeding is  calcnhited  to  enhance  the  value  of 
the  jury  system  in  the  eyes  of  thinking 
people.  It  has  long  been  held,  possibly  from 
times  prehistoricat,  that  a  husband  who  in  hot 
blood  takes  the  life  of  a  wife  who  has  been 
unfaithful  is  not  guilty  of  murder.

Machado's  case  as  regarded  his  wife;  and  cer- 
tainly the  min-der  of  his  wife's  aunt  was  a 
completely  distinct  offense,  for  which  in  most 
civilized  countries  he  would  have  got  a  heavy 
sentence,  no  matter  what  the  provocation 
might  have  beciL  —  Rcciew,  Buenos  Aires.

— President  Campos  Salles  of  Brazil  spent 
many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Brazilian 
money  entertaining  bis  Argentine  colleague 
lii.st  year.  Next  October  0'.:neral  Roca  will 
spent  hundreds  of  tliousuids  o,"  Argentine 
dollars  returning  the  compliment  aiidsliowing 
the  fast  and  firm  friendship  which  exists 
between  Argentina  and  Brazil.  Meanwhile, 
ArgeiUine  flour  and  live  stock  are  practically 
shut  out  of  the  Brazilian  market.  It  would  be 
well  for  Argentina  to  be  a  little  more  practical 
in  her  friendships,  W;  do  not  say  tliat  she 
should  be  greedy  or  mercenary,  but  then  she 
certainly  niiglil  b,^  wise  as  well  a,s  gracious. 
President  Camp:is  Silles  will  be  here  in  Oc- 
tober, ;ind  variiDus  camniiltees  have  been 
nuned  to  organize  festivity  in  his  honor.  Ar- 
r.iiigi.'iiionts  have  b^en  made  for  the  erection 
of  trinniplial  arches,  We  would  like  lo  see 
arrangeuieiits  made  for  the  erection  of  a  sug- 
gestive arch.  The  pillars  of  that  arch  should 
besack.sof  Hour  piled  .symmetrically  one  above 
the  other,  The  span  of  the  arch  should  be 
composed  of  sides  of  beef  strung  on  four  stont 
lassoes.  The  lettering  might  be  made  of  ox 
tails,  powdered  with  dour,  and  the  inscripLion 
might  run  :  uReady  for  Brazil. n  This  would 
be  sentiment  and  sense  all  together.  It  would 
not  be  highly  artistic,  Imt  it  would  be  practical

—The  Si^i^lo  publishes  a  telegram  from 
Bnenos  Aires  saying  ;  —  iiXolbing  ba;;  yet  been 
decided  as  regards  the  raising  of  (inaVautines 
ag.iinst  Rio  Janeiro,  priiicip.div  owing,  it 
wonbl  seem,  to  the  difficulties  of  disinfectiou 
in  tills  port,  anil  to  Ihe  resistance  of  the  I'ru- 
guayan  he.dtb  authorities  to  such  a  step.  It 
also  seems  that  Dr.  Malbrdn  (president  of  the 
Argentine  hoard  of  health)  has  abandoned  his 
visit  to  Jlontevideo,  owing  to  the  unfavorable 
atmos))liere  there  to  the  object  of  bis  visit, 
which  was  to  arrange  witli  the  I'ruguayaii 
health  authorities  for  the  abolition  of  the 
quarantine  system  in  favor  of  one  less  trouble- 
some and  miscliievous.il  If  the  above  be  true, 
and  we  know  no  reason  to  doubt  it,  it  shows 
the  Uruguayan  health  authorities  as  determin- 
ed, not  only  to  maintain  their  abominable 
quarantine  system  here,  where  it  has  proved 
so  unspeakably  prejudicial,  but  also  to  insist 
on  its  maintenance  in  Buenos  Aires  I  So 
perverse  an  attitude  as  this  passes  all  limits. 
The  Argentine  health  authorities,  who  do  not 
seem  devoid  of  judgment  and  common  sense, 
would  do  well  to  take  their  own  measures  and 
simply  ignoijji  the  existence  of  the  Uruguayan 
authorities  until  the  latter  are  ignominiously 
expelled  from  the  office  they  discredit  amitl 
the  unanimous  protest  of  an  exasperated  and 
outraged  public  opinion.  The  sooner  this 
happens  t!ie  better.  —  Afoiiterideo  Times, 
Sapt.

roniKl  either  Kimberley  or  Joi.amiesinii^ 
Naluraliv  I  was  keeniv  interested  in  tlieir 
opinions'  of  the  country  to  wiiicli  I  was  Jour- 
neying and  I  cannot  better  sum  up  tliose 
opinions  llian  liv  quoting  u  phrase  tvhtcii 
seemed  most  often  on  t!ie  tongues  of  my 
friends  "Tliere  is  a  fascination  about  Sontii 
Africa."  they  said,  ..wiiicii  lays  its  spell  npOil 
all  wiio  visit'its  siiores;  o  ice  you  liave  landed 
ill  the  country  you  will  feel  an  irresistible 
desire  to  retnrii  tliither.ii 

This  iifascinatioiiii  tlieory  crops  up  all  over 
the  country.  I  met  it  iu  Capetown;  it  greeted 
me  ill  tlie  desolate  waste  of  De  .\ar,  some  five 
hundred  miles  away;  it  found  a  voice  in  tile 
scarcely  less  dreaiv  region  of  Orange  River; 
at  Modder  River  I  discovered  a  few  of  its  dis- 
ciples- even  iu  Ivimlierley,  wdlere  tile  sur- 
roundings were  suggestive  of  aiiylhiiig  but 
"fascination",  .some  of  tlie  faitlifu!  were  iu 
evidence,  aud  I  collided  witll  one  stout 
believer  while  on  tliat  miseratile  march  to 
Bloemfouteiu   via  Paardeburg- 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  tliat  all  tile  disciples 
of  this  "fascination"  tlieory  referred  to  some 
region  of  South  Africt  uo"t  intmediately  at 
liand  as  the  reason  for  tile  hope  that  was  in 
llleui.  It  was  liardly  to  be  expected  tliat  I 
should  become  a  convert  iu  Capetown:  hut 
wait  until  I  got  inland  a  few  hundred  miles. 
Wlien  at  De  Aar,  I  coufesseit  myself  as  more 
oMurate  in  uulielief  tlian  ever,  I  was  exliorted 
lo  wait  until  I  .saw  Modder  River  and  tire 
regions  about  Kimberley.  Kimberley  and 
Modder  River  proving  equally  futile  to  awaken 
faith  I  was  referred  to  tlie  Iree  Slate  as  a 
district  whicli  could  not  fail  to  enlist  me  tn 
tlie  r.iiiks  of  tlie  di.sciples  of  .fnsciiudioii." 
Buttheliope  was  vain;  I  lravers,d  the  I-,-v 
State  to  within  a  few  miles  of  us  norlllerii 
border  and  found  nivself  stil!  untouclied  by 
that  f.isciiiaiion  wliicli  was  s..,  certain  to  lay  Us 
'  spell  upon  me.  Niy.  more.  I  have  returned 
■  to  Fnglaud  with  oiiiv  one  desire  aliout  Sotitii 
i  Africa,    aud    tliat   is  that  I  may  never  see  it 

1  "out    of  tlie  2oo,<x-o  British  stddiers  now  in 
I  South    Africa,    I  opine  that  more  tlian  90  per 


cent  will  turn  their  hacks  on  the  country  with 
tlie  same  desire.  Indeed,  it  is  ,9ate  to  nHlrili 
tliat  the  bulk  o!  those  men  will  harbor  for 
muiy  yeais  such  a  loatbing  for  the  country  as 
would  almost  iinike  the  bribery  of  them  uto 
silence  a  desiralile  speculdion  on  tile  part  of 
•inv  wlio  may  be  iiUercsted  in  attracting 
Drilisli  settlers  tliitiier.  »It  I  owned  liell  and 
South  Africa,"  said  one  privale  to  anotlier,  "I  d 
live  in  liell  and  rent  South  Africa..  The  case 
was  put  witll  more  polished  salire  bj-  a  faiuoils 
war  correbpoiident,  wlieii  he  ejaculated  one 
day,  "How  God  innst  have  lauglied  when  He 
matie  South  Africa  !•  . 

What  is  at  the  root  of  tins  practically  nnan- 
inious  colldeniuatiou?     Has  Hie  country  aliy- 
tbiii"  to  oiler  save  tlie  dlainoiids  of  Kimberley 
or  the  gold   of  Jolianuesburg?     Han   cannot 
live  bv  gold  and  diamonds  alone;  if  he  is  to 
l,e  attracted  into   becoiiiing   a  reputable  and 
nrolilable  citizen  of  a  state  it  mast  be  by  otlier 
uducemenLs.     Wliat  iiiiluence    lliese  magnets 
iiave  had  on  Soiitli  African  character  must  be 
disciibed  in  anotlier  pa]ier. 
I      Most  men  when    casting  about  for  a   new 
'  lii.ni'"  have   at  least   liulf  an  eye  lor  physical 
beailtv  •  unless  there  are  enormous  conipeiisa- 
tious-o'f  another   kind    they    will  not  readiy 
pitch  their  tents  in  a  wilderness.    Now  broadij 
sneaking,  Soulii  Africa  at  present  is  little  bettet 
than    a   wilderness.      What  a    mglitmare    of 
desolation   fills   the  miud  when  it  recalls  the 
lueiiiory  of   that  600-iiiiles'  railway  ride  from 
Caoetowli   to  Modder  River.     It  is  one  long- 
drawn  panorama   of  utterly  barren   country. 
At  Beaiifort  West  and  one  or  two  other  places 
tlieie  is  a  temporary  lapse   into  verdure,  aud 
now   and  then   a   tree   wliicli   miglit   rival  a 
respectable  biisli  in  E.iglaiid  startles  tile  vision 
like  an  unexpected   apparition;    but     or  tile 
rest,  as  tile  train  rollson  its  weary  vvay  tlirotlgU 
tile  sad  Karroo,  tliere  is  nothing  of  beauty  to  ■ 
gladden  the  eye.     Wide  expanses  of  and  laud, 
dotted  sparsely  wilii  little  wisps  ol  the  stunted 
Karroo  busii,  blink  in  tlie  glare  of  a  merciless 
sua      Men     or  signs  of  their  existence,    may 
ass-iil  the  sight  once   or  twice   in   a   bumlretl 
miles  hut  the  chances  are  against  even  such 
wideiv-separated  breaks  iu    Hie   monotony  of 
your  jonruey.     Von  miald  be  travelling  in  a 
world   01   the   dead,   among  tile  vacant  lUOUtl- 
uiiis  and    over    Hie  dried  ocean-beds  of  the 


"  '\Vitli  but  sli'dit  modification,  this  character- 
isali.in  of  the  country  between  Capetown  and 
Moddi-r  River  may  be  applied  to  tile  bulk  of 
ih,.  Vree  State.  I'll  re,  it  is  Irne,  yon  find 
nature  making  an  attempt  to  grow  gross,  but 
its  uualilv  ami  quantity  are  sucli  that  one 
sheep  demands  twice  the  number  of  acres 
wbicii  are  proverbially  said  to  go  with  one 
cow  For  all  the  grass,  and  Hie  presence  of, 
jiv  a  dozen  trees  to  tile  hundred  square  miles 
oi'liuid  the  Free  State  coiuitry  will  not  appeal 
10  even' Hie  tamest  lover  of  Uie  picturcstitie  ; 
it  is  a  laud  wiiich  ill  its  harenness  and  mouo- 
tonv' miglit  well  liave  been  tlie  home  of  a 
stern  nirworldlv  Covenanter,  just  as  it  lias  be- 
come Hio  hoiiu..  of  ills  moderii  counterpart. 

But  waiving  the  qnesllon  of  natural  beauty, 
is  there  anyiliing  about  SoiiHl  Africa  which 
will  iudte  the  country  a  valuable  asset  on  the 
books  ol  the  British  emiiire?  We  mii.st  be 
utilitarian  nowadays,  and  it  is  pardonable  to 
ask  wlietlier  we  are  getting  any  thing  like  a 
reasonable  quid  pro  giio  for  the  blood  and 
money  which  have  been  poured  out  like  water. 
May  be  the  war  was  a  necessity  tliat  liad  to- 
be  faced,  but  that  is  not  the  point  I  am  at. 
We  have  iiad  glowing  pictures  Hirnst  before 
us  of  the  dazzling  beauty  and  value  of  tile 
new  territory  we  are  adding  to  tile  empire, 
aud  tliat  is  Hie  question  wliicli  most  concerns 
lis  at  Hie  present  moinent.  Do  those  brave 
liVes  and  nlillions  of  money  represent  a  dead 
loss  to  the  empire,  or  are  tliey  but  capital 
wisely  invested  for  generations  still  to  come  ? 
We  ougiit  to  clear  our  minds  from  cant  ou 
this  matter  once  and  for  all 

Franklv,  I  lielleye  we  have  thrown  bread 
upon  waters  from  wliicil  there  will  be  no 
return  I  do  not  regard  South  Afrrca  as  a 
valirabie  addition  to  the  empire  ;  I  feel  that 
we  have  luiiig  one  more  old  man  of  the  seas 
around  our  shoulders. 

Apart  from  Hie  gold  and  diamond  fields, 
which  will  be  of  no  more  value  to  the  empire 
under  the  new  rli;imc  than  tliey  were  under 
the  old,  and  which  at  the  best  are  of  rloubtful 
advantage  ill  building  up  a  new  country,  has 
SouUi  Africa  ativthiiig  to  offer  wliicli  we  do 
iiot  possess  in  our  other  colonies  ?  Nay,  the 
question  lias  to  be  made  wider  tlian  tliat. 
t:an  SouHi  Africa  offer  aiiytliing  towards  the 
weil-lieing  of  tile  empire  which  is  not  already 
available  iu  our  other  clonics  under  condi- 
tions which  render  ils  practical  utility  luucU 
more  easily  turned  to  account  by  Hie  sons  and 
daughters  of  the  empire?  This  question  is 
worthv  of  examination. 

Leaving  aside,  tlien,  as  we  fairly  may,  the 
diamond  aud  gold  w-ealtll  of  SouHl  Africa, 
the  point  to  be  decided  is  wlietlier  the  conutry 
as  a  whole  possesses  such  resources  as  are 
calculated  to  attract  and  retain  a  more  repu- 
table aud  profitable  race  of  settlers  tlian  have 
been  drawn  thither  by  Kimberley  and 'Joiian- 
nesburg.  If  those  resources  exist  they  have 
not  exercised  any  attractive  influence  iu  the 
past ;  it  is  notorious  tliat  few  agriculturists 
Ilave' been  drawn  to  the  country;  tiie  iiuini- 
gratioli  lias  been  almost  wlloily  of  tile  artisan 
class.  , 

There  is  little  prospect  of  South  Africa 
l)econiiug  a  mauufacturing  country.  True, 
iron  and  coal  have  been  discovered  in  abun- 
dance, but  the  coal  is  of  inferior  quality,  ami 
iron  goods  can  he  brouglit  much  more  cheaply 
front  Europe.  The  labour  question  asserts  its 
iufltteuce.  there  in  a  fatal  manner.  Natural 
motive  power  is  practically  uoii-exiatent  in 
tile    country,    ami   native   labour — for  that 
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would  li-ive  to  be  the  final  resource  of  the  ma- 
nufacturer— is  of  doubtful  quiility  and  un- 
certain  quantity.  For  all  the  prepoiiderauce 
of  tbe  coloured  races,  tliere  is  no  superfluity 
ot  labour  in  South  Africa  ;  the  native  has  not 
learnt  llie  habit  of  industry,  and  his  Huiited 
wants  are  not  likely  to  instil  that  habit  for 
many  {(eneralious  lb  come.  Under  British 
authority  the  labour  difficulty  protiiises  to 
be  more  serious  than  under  Boer  rule ;  the 
native  is  imbued  with  the  idea  that  English 
government  means  more  freedom  for  him  in 
every  way,  and  his  natural  indolence  will  lead 
him  to  take  a  wide  interpretation  of  the  idea. 
The  Boer  made  the  natives  works  ;  the  En- 
glishman will  be  handicapped  by  the  tra- 
ditions of  his  race.  So,  with  inferior  coal, 
with  an  absence  of  natural  motive  poiver,  and 
an  unstable  labour  market  the  prospects  for 
the  manufacturer  in  South  Africa  are  not  par- 
ticularly attractive. 

There  remain  tlie  other  resources  of  pasture 
and  agriculture.  Of  coiu'se  there  is  a  vast 
areaof  laud  ill  South  Africa  which  has  been 
proved  to  be  capable  of  bearing  live-stock  ; 
but  in  most  districts  the  stock  farms  have  to 
be  of  enoruions  acreage,  sa  poor  is  the  pasture 
and  so  precarious  the  supply  of  water.  IC  is 
certainly  not  in  that  direction  th\t  the  country 
is  going'  to  prove  valuable  addition  to  the  em- 
pire. Cm  anything  more  favourable  be 
advanced  witli'reference  to  the  prospects  of 
agriculture?  I  fear  not.  Of  course  I  am 
aware  that  most  of  the  soil  of  South  .Africa- 
even  that  liniigry  land  of  lliehatefnl  Karroo- 
has  been  proved  to  be  exceedingly  fertile; 
but  the  diilicuUies  of  a  comprehensive  and 
effective  scheme  of  irrigation  are  insnpenible. 
I  have  been  told  that  only  artesian  wells  are 
needed  to  make  these  barren  lands  wave  with 
lusty  corn,  bnt  it  has  yet  to  he  proved  thtit 
the  uiidergronnd  water  supply  is  competent 
to  bear  the  strain  of  unlimited  artesian  wells. 

Not  being  enamoured  of  the  value  to  a  new 
countrv  of  diainond  mines  and  gold  fields.  I 
cannot"  feel  any  finsh  of  piide  or  sulisfaction 
in  contemplating  this  fresh  addition  to  our 
empire.  Only  the  day  before  I  left  Capetown 
laired  mv  pessimism  in  the  presence  of  Sir 
Alfred  Mi'hier,  and  even  he  could  not  adduce 
reasons  to  destroy  it.  I  see  little  hope  that  in 
the  future  Sontlf  Africa  will  become  any_ less 
a  source  of  anxiety  and  perplexity  to  British 
statesmen  than  it  lias  been  in  the  past.

of  weailh.  It  is  true  that  Ibe  price  of  this 
prtiiliictioii  iiuproved  during  the  t.ist  three 
nionlhs  of  tlie  year,  but  the  rise  set  in  too  late 
lo  be  of  uiiich  benefit  to  the  guiiLMMlily  of 
planters. 

.  In  attempting  a  valuition  of  Hie  comiuerciHl 
movemenl  of  the  country  there  i.-^  still  to 
deplore  the  deficiency  of  tifficial  statistics,  but 
the  e\porl.^  liave  been  estimated  bylheinin- 
isler  of  finance  at  aliout  £24.500.000,  and  the 
imports  have  been  represented  as  not  exceed- 
ing £18,1x10,00(1,  but  probably  they  amount  to 
not  less  tlian  £20.000,000.  I'or  the  preceding 
vear  the  calculations  formed  were:^— lixports, 
£27.44245«;  i'iip'''L«'  £24.4^6,000, 

Official  iitteranrcs,  publi,shed  in  jRgS,  had 
given  rise  to  the  hope  that  the  customs  tariff 
was  ahdul  to  be  modified,  with  some  recogni- 
tion of  the  piiiiciple  iiivolvi^d  in  importing 
what  could  h-;  b..u,'ht  al  roa  I  at  less  cost  than 
that  necessary  fur  its  piodiiclion  in  the  coun- 
try. Dnriug  iKc/i  a  souiewhat  inodified  tariff 
did  prevail,  and  an  increase  in  imports  was 
noticeable  in  the  articles  tltfii  subjected  to 
less  prohihitive  rates,  hul  the  increase  was  not 
sufiicient  to  maintain  revenue  al  the  iu-cvi(His 
level.  In  1S99,  therefore,  the  svstenr  was  re- 
versed and  duties  were  increaseii  some  25  per 
cent,  by  collecting  a  tenth  of  the  amount  011  a 
gold  bii'sis.  This  measure,  in  conjunction  with 
the  diminished  means  of  the  people,  at  least 
of  those  outside  llie  rubber-producing  districts, 
led  lo  the  appreciable  diminution  in  imports 
wliicli  I  have  already  referred  to.  And,  if 
such  was  the  result  when  the  increase  of  duties 
was  limited  to  some  25  per  cent.,  it  seems  un- 
necessary to  say  that  a  more  pronounced  effect 
iu  the  same  direction  has  been  produced  by 
advancing  that  increase  to  35 per  cent.,  which 
is  practically  what  happened  when,  at  the 
beginning  of  1900,  the  percentage  of  duties 
payable  iu  gold  was  raised  to  15  per  cent, 
(allowing  for  an  exchange  of  t^d.  per  milreis), 
and  siuiultaiieously  increasing,  in  a  very  high 
ratio,  tlie  rates  of  taxation  for  many  com- 
modities. Both  importers  and  dealens  are 
coutpletely  discouraged,  and  many  of  the 
former  have  even  decided  to  discontinue  hold- 
ing stock,  at  least  until  the  situation  becomes 
more  defined, 

Uiifortunatety  commercial  failures,  involv- 
ing heavy  responsibilities,  have  lately  !)een 
unusually  numerous,  and  merchants  complain 
that  the  present  bankruptcy  legislation  can  be 
so  manipulated  as  lo  greatly  facilitate  settle- 
ments on  the  fart  of  unscrupulons  debtors. 
Tliere  is  also   much  diss.! tisf action    with   the 


sk  congress  to  suspend  for  60  days  the 
provision  in  the  commerci'd  code  making 
protest  essential  to  joint  responsibility  for 
pecuniary  obligations  not  promptly  honored 
on  lualurily.  It  was  also  resolved  to  thank 
the  government  and  congress  for  the  solicitude 
fur  commercial  inlerests  which  they  have  dis- 
played in  the  present  emergency  and  to  ex- 
press the  hope  that  lhey  will  continue  to 
display  this  patriotic  solicitude.  The  state- 
nu^iit  made  in  the  daily  press  that  the  latter 
re.sohilioii  was  unaiiinionsly  voted  is  not 
stricllv  correct.

The  CRISIS  which   has  been  caused 
by  the  suspension  of  cosh  payments  on 
cheques  by   the  Banco   da    Repubhca, 
is  unquestionably  one   of   tlie  severest 
whicli  tliis  countrv  has  ever  experienced, 
and  tvitliout    doubt     its  consequences 
will  be  deeper  and  more  widespread  than 
anything  ever  knovra  here,  should   no 
means    be   found    for    preventing   tile 
liquidation  of    that     bank.     We   fully 
recognise  the  need  of   concerted  action 
and  of  conservative  measures  to  prevent 
such  a  catastrophe.     We  feel  the  neces- 
sity of  exercising  caution  in  criticism, 
and    of    trying    to    avoid    expressions 
which  may  create .  alarm.     This  great 
,  bank  not  onlv  represents  an  enormous^ 
investment  of  capital  and  the  deposit  of 
enormous  sums  of  money  by  companies, 
firms  and  individuals,  but  it   represents 
a   relationship   with    corporations    and 
firms  so  intimate  that   any   disaster  to 
the  bank  must  carry  ruin  to   thousands 
in  every    part    of    the  country.      All 
the  lar^e    national   companies   ceiiter- 
int!    in    this    capital    are     debtors    ot 
this  bank  and   many  others  located  m 
distant    parts    of    the    country.     The 
bank   has   loaned    large     sums   to  the 
municipality,  to  various  states,  ami  tor 
manv    public    purposes.     It    has  long 
been   a   state  bank,  and  its  very  recent 
separation  from  the  treasury  can  hardly 
be  considered  as  a  real  separation.     To 
the  people  the  Banco  do  Brazil,  and  its 
successor,  the  Banco  da  Repubhca,  was 
yirtuallv  a  part  of  the  national  treasury. 
And   in"   view  of   the   use  made  of  this 
bank  by    successive   governments,   the 
imposition  upon   it   of  politicians  and 
political   adventurers   as  directors,  and 
the  extraction  from  it  of  large  sums  by 
officials,    legislators   and   politicians  of 
every  class,  it  must  be  considered  that 
the  goyernraeiit   is  primarily  and   ulti- 
mately   responsible  for   what  has  hap- 
pened.    Technically     the     government 
might    ,'ihirk    this    responsibility,    but 
morallv  it  can  not  escape  it.     Were  the 
bank's  list  of  debtors  puljlished  to  the 
world,  no  other  proof  of  this  would  be 
required, 

Bt-T,  in  face  of  this  emergency,  what 
is  to  be  done  ?  The  goyernment  has 
been  secretly  advancing  assistance  ,since 
February  of  some  io,ooo,rjoo$  in  trea- 
sury bills,  4,000,000$  to  5,000,000$  in 
currency,  and  £900,000  sterling,  A 
part  of  this  advance,  in  our  opinion, 
was  illegal,  for  the  authorization  to 
emit  treasury  bills  does  not  covet  as.sis- 
tance  to  a  bank  in  difficulties.  And 
now  the  minister  proposes  to  ad- 
vance another  25,r«o,oooS  in  currency, 
f  1, 000, 000  in  gold  and  100,000,000$  in 
3  per  cent  short  term  bonds.  \Vc  recog- 
nize the  desire  of  the  minister  to  help 
the  b«nk  and  prevent  general  bankrupt 
cy  and  ruin.     But  will  these  measures 


accomplish  that  purpose  ?  We  have 
c  msulted  many  business  men,  and  souie 
of  our  friends  in  whose  opinions  \ve 
have  the  greatest  confidence,  believe 
that  thev  will,  and  that  they  are  the 
best  that  can  now  be  devised.  Others, 
on  the  contrary,  are  either  doubtful, 
or  are  certain  that  they  will  tail.  Our 
own  impression,  we  are  sorry  to  say, 
is  averse  to  the  i.ssue  of  bonds.  What 
the  market  needs  is  money.  Tliese 
bonds  are  not  money,  nor  will  they 
produce  money-  If  thrown  on  the 
market  in  large  quantities  they  will 
suffer  great  depreciation,  by  which 
depositors  and  other  creditors,  com- 
pelled to  realize,  will  suffer  loss,  wdiile 
debtors  of  the  bank  will  gain.  We 
can  see  how  this  issue  will  help  the 
bank,  but  it  will  not  help  the  creditors 
of  the  bank  except  so  far  as  idialf  a  loaf 
is  better  than  no  bread, »  Then  there  is 
the  question  of  responsibility  for  this 
situation,  the  recovery  of  the  enormous 
sums  loaned  improperly  to  individuals 
and  drawn  against  vales  by  officials  and 
employes,  which  will  not  down.  It 
must  be  faced  !  In  our  opinion  the 
25,000,003$  currency  to  be  advanced 
for  discounts  will  not  help  us  out  of  the 
difficulty.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
this  market  is  thoroughly  exhausted 
and  we  need  nniiey  to  start  commerce 
and  industry  going  in  order  to  bring 
general  relief,  vSome  of  the  foreign 
banks  might  be  induced  to  part  with 
some  of  their  cash  balances,  and  might 
do  so  against  governinent  guarantees, 
and  later  on  money  will  begin  to  come 
in  from  up  country.  But  it  is  money 
we  want,  first,  last,  and  all  the  time. 


rilE  BAA'CO  DA  REPUBLICA 
On  Tuesday  last  the  affairs  of  the 
Banco  da  Repulilica  reached  an  acute 
stage  by  the  resignation  of  the  presi- 
dent, Councillor  Luiz  Martins  do  Aiii- 
aral  and  three  of  his  companions  on 
the  directorate.  Two  of  these  were 
subsequently  induced  to  remain  until 
the  installation  of  anew  admiiiistration, 
but  the  knowledge  of  what  had  hap- 
pened seemed  to  have  alarmed  depos- 
itors and  a  tendency  to  withdraw  depo- 
,sits  became  apparent  on  the  following 
moriiing. 

On  Wednesday  Mr,  Otto  Petersen, 
director  of  the  Brasilianische  Bank  fur 
Deutschlaud,  who  had  been  api»inted 
director  and  manager  ot  the  Banco  da 
Repubhca,  appeared  at  that  bank  at 
10  a,  m.  to  take  charge.  There  was 
no  one  to  meet  him  and  deliver  over 
the  administration  of  the  bank.  By 
inquiiies  among  the  employes  he  soon 
found  that  the  cash  balance  of  the  bank 
was  not  only  false,  but  that  it  was 
dangerously  low,  and  as  the  withdrawals 
were  becoming  numerous  he  promiitly 
gave  orders  to  vise  all  cheques  presented 
to  be  paid  in  60  days.  This  action  was 
immediately  followed  by  the  Banco  Ru- 
ral e  Hypothecario,  wdiich  is  accus- 
tomed to'  keep  a  large  balance  011  de- 
posit at  the  Banco  da  Repuljlica,  Two 
other  banks  also  adopted  the  same 
recourse  during  the  day. 

The  suspension  ot  cash  payments 
naturally  stopped  the  threatened  run 
on  the  bank  and  gave  time  for  the  new 
manager  to  inquire  more  particularly 
into  the  situation,  which  he  found  to 
be  far  worse  than  anything  anticipated, 
A  nominal  cash  balance  of  over  eighteen 
thousand  coutos  on  31st  August  proved 
to  be  fictitious,  and  an  incredible  per- 
centage of  this  balance  was  found  to 
consist  of  vales.  In  fact  it  was  soon 
demonstrated  that  the  bank  could  not 
stand  an  hour  against  a  run.  Of  course 
no  definite  statement  of  the  .situation 
has  lieen  made  public,  and  rumors  arc 
not  safe  guides  at  such  a  time,  but  to 
show  what  the  street  thought  of  the 
situation  it  was  reported  and  widely 
Mieved  that  the  bank  had  only  -00,- 
oooS  ill  cash.  Another  report  increased 
this  balance  to  two  or  three  thousand 
contos.  And  still  another  fixed  the 
amount  of  ™ks  figuring  as  cash,  at 
S,ooo,ooo$,  Of  course  all  business  was 
practically  suspended.  Most  of  the 
coffee  dealers  are  accustomed  to  keep 
their  cash  at  this  bank,  and  the  suspen- 
sion of  cash   payments  checked  their 


transactions.  And  as  most  of  the  pub- 
lic companies  and  a  large  proportion 
of  our  business  establishments  are  con- 
nected more  or  less  intimately  with 
this  bank,  its  embarrassment  naturally 
brought  every  interestid  person-  to  its 
vicinity. 

After  informing  himself  of  the  ,situa- 
tioii  Mr,  Petersen  went  to  the  minister 
of  finance  and  laid  the  facts  before  him, 
and,  as  we  are  informed,  at  the  same 
time  declining  to  assume  the  direction 
of  the  bank.  Some  violent  attacks  had 
been  made  upon  the  minister  for  putting 
a  foreigner  in  charge  of  the  iileading 
financial  institution  of  the  country, » 
and  one  newspaper  went  so  far  as  to 
assert  that  the  next  step  would  be  to 
hoist  the  German  flag  over  the  custom- 
house. No  one  could  dispute  Mr. 
Petersen's  competence,  but  the  chau- 
vinism of  a  very  considerable  portion  of 
the  comiuunity  was  aroused,  and  they 
proposed  to  make  it  disagreeably  felt. 

The  minister's  next  step  was  to  call 
in  Councillor  Luiz  Alves  da  .Silva 
Porto,  who  was  invited  to  investigate 
the  situation  and  report  on  it.  On  the 
following  day  (Thursday),  tliis  gentle- 
man had  a  consultation  witii  varitius 
national  bank  directors  and  explained 
that  he  had  been  invited  loassume  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  Banco  da  Repubhca, 
and  that  he  wished  to-know  if  he  could 
count  on  their  co-op;ration-  At  2  p,  in, 
he  went  to  the  Cattete  palace  and  ad- 
vised the  President  and  minister  of 
finance  that  he  considered  it  necessary 
to  issue  60,000,000$  in  paper  money 
for  the  relief  of  the  bank  and  that  he 
could  not  accept  the  management  of 
the  bank  without  it.  The  minister  ()f 
finance  declined  to  accede  to  this 
demand,  and  .Sr,  Silva  Porto  withdrew. 
The  minister  of  finance  then  exposed 
his  plan  for  relieving  the  bank  and  the 
critical  situation  of  the  money  market. 
He  had  previously  olfered  to  loan  the 
bank  20,000,000$  in  currency  and  to 
deposit  one  million  sterling  (with  the 
consent  ot  congress)  of  the  currency 
guarantee  fund  in  the  bank  to  assist  in 
exchange  operations.  He  now  pro- 
posed, congress  consenting,  to  advance 
25,000,000$  in  currency  and  to  emit 
100,000,000$  in  J,  per  cent,  bonds  tor 
the  payment  of  the  bank's  creditors, 
these  bonds  to  be  redeemed  at  the^  rate 
of  20,000,000$  a  year.  The  President 
accepted  the  scheme,  ami  it  was  Itld 
before  the  chairmen  of  the  ,senate  and 
chamber  budget  cmnmittees  that  ,sainc 
evening. 

This  ,scheme  was  accordingly  em- 
bodied in  a  jiroject  of  law  and  presented 
to  the  chandler  of  deputies  on  the  fol- 
lowing day.  Tile  bill  provided  that  the 
government  might  deposit  in  account 
current  .£1,000,000  of  the  currency 
guarantee  fund  with  the  Banco  da  Re- 
pubhca for  the  purpose  of  assisting  com- 
merce; emit  100,000,000$  in  3  per  cent 
apolices,  redeemable  in  five  years,  and 
guaranteed  by  assets  of  the  bank;  and 
deposit  in  account  cnrrent  in  the  said 
bank  up  to  25,000,000$  to  assist  the 
bank  in  making  discounts.  The  bill 
was  rushed  through  the  chamber  on 
Saturday  and  then  sent  to  the  senate, 
wdiere  on  Monday  it  was  advanced 
to  third  reading  and  then  exteiisi\-e 
amendments  were  reported  which  com- 
pelled a  postponement  of  the  discussion 
for  24  hours.  These  amelidments  serve 
to  accentuate  one  of  the  most  vicious 
features  of  the  scheme— that  of  using 
depreciated  bonds  for  payment  of  debts 
to  the  bank,  while  depositors  who  have 
accepted  them  will  iiaye  to  submit  to 
the  losses  caused  by  their  depreciation. 
Another  amendnient,  wliich  seems 
wholly  out  of  place,  provitles  for  the 
calling  of  a  meeting  of  the  creditors  of 
the  bank,  which  seems  unnecessary  id 
view  of  the  measures  already  adopten 
for  satisfying  their  claims.  The  bill 
as  amended  was  adojited  this  afternoon. 
In  an  official  statement  pulilislied  in 
the  Diatio  Offiiial  yesterday  morning, 
the  minister  of  finance  explains  at  length 
his  relations  with  the  Banco  da  Repub- 
hca. Last  year  the  directors  declared 
that  they  could  not  pay  interest  on  the 
bonus  issues,  and  congress  relieved  the 
bank  from  that  onus.     It  was  then  as- 


serted that  the  relationship  between  the 
bank  and  the  state  was  an  obstacle  to 
its  operations,  and  steps  were  taken  for 
the  settlement  of  these  business  relations 
(much  to  the  advantage  of  the  bank) 
and  for  its  future  independence.  In 
February  last  it  was  stated  that  the 
bank  could  not  goon  without  help,  and 
file  treasury  issued  io,ooo,ooo$ooo  in 
treasury  bills,  which  were  placed  at  its 
disposal.  In  June  last,  in  response  to 
another  appeal,  the  minister  advanced 
£600,000,  and  a  few  days  since  another 
£300,000,  with  a  promise  of  £400,000 
more  as  soon  as  authorization  could  be 
obtained  for  drawing  that  aiuouut.  He 
also  arranged  on  the  9th  inst.  with  Mr. 
Petersen  of  the  Brasilianische  Bank  to 
send  four  to  five  thou.saud  coutos  for  the 
relief  of  the  bank.  All  these  sums  ap- 
pear to  have  been  swallowed  up  at  once 
but  how  no  one  can  know  until  a  thor- 
ough investigation  of  the  bank's  affairs 
is  made.  Such  an  investigation  is  not 
even  spoken  of,  however,  nor  is  it  likely 
that  any  one  will  be  held  responsible 
for  the  extraordinary  disappearance  of 
the  cash  assets  of  this  great  bank. 

It  should  be  said  that  the  bill  now 
before  congress  provides  that  the  bank 
shall  be  under  government  control  until 
the  new  bonds  are  redeemed  and  the 
goyenimeilt  is  repaid  the  advances 
made.  These  bonds  are  of  two  kinds, 
to  per,soiis  by  name,  and  to  bearer,  the 
latter  being  mistakenly  limited  to  denom- 
inations of  1,000$,  while  the  former  can 
be  issued  down  to  100$  each. 

The  general  situation  is  most  critical, 
both  on  account  of  t!ie  w-idesprcad 
relations  betw'een  the  public  and  the 
Banco  da  Repubhca,  and  also  because 
of  the  exhausted  condition  of  the  market. 
Money  is  pheiiomenally  scarce,  com- 
merce and  industry  are  depressed  and 
unremunerative,  lalvor  is  largely  unem- 
ployed, and  the  people  are  very  generally 
without  money.  It  may  be  said  without 
fear  of  contradiction  that  the  liquidation 
of  this  bank  would  involve  hundreds  ot 
factories,  companies  and  business  firms, 
and  tliis  would  mean  a  general '  'smash. 
Too  much  money  has  been  withdrawn 
from  the  bank  by  influential  personages 
to  be  invested  in  profitless  speculations 
and  companies,  IMucli  of  the  assets  of 
the  bank,  represented  by  shares,  bills 
and  vales,  would  yield  comparatively 
nothing.  Some  idea  of  this  can  be 
drawn  from  the  following  Balance  of 
the  31st  nit, :

—It  may  be  of  some  persona!  interest  to 
know  that  the  minister  of  fitiiuice  possesses 
610  shares  iu  the  Banco  da  Repiiblica. 

— It  estimated  that,  using  the  present  value 
of  the  currency  5's  as  basis,  the  nMiket  valne 
of  the  new  3  per  cents  will  be  about  480;^  per 
apoiice  of  1,000:?. 

—The  Banco  Coniuiercial  and  B.inco  do 
Coniniercio  yesterday  followed  the  example  of 
the  other  national  banks  in  viseinj;  cheques 
for  payment  in  30  and  60  days, 

— The  defalcation  in  the  Pernambnco  shv- 
ings  bank  [cai.va  ccofioiniai)  has  been  found 
to  exceed  one  thousand  contos  (i,oou,ooofi). 
This  is  a  pretty  large  steal ! 

— Tlie  directors  and  shareholders  of  the 
British  Bank  of  South  America,  Ld,,  have 
declared  a  dividend  of  6  shillings  a  share  pay- 
able on  and  after  tlie  25th  inst, 

—Here's  a  fine  that  can  l)e  commended, 
Srs.  Scares  &  Co,  of  Ruada  Misericordia,  have 
been  fined  500$  for  selling  perfiunery  of 
national  maiiutacture  bearing  foreij^n  labels. 
—  Counterfeit  tickets  for  passages  on  the 
Jardini  Botanico  line  having  appeared,  the 
manager  announces  that  henceforward  these 
tickets  will  be  sold  only  at  the  I,ai-go  da  Ca- 
rioca  and  Largo  do  llach'ado  offices, 

—What  is  to  prevent  the  Banco  da  Republica 
using  the  cash  advances  of  tlie-  treasury  and 
money  of  depositors  in  buying  in  3  per  cent 
bonds  at  the  market  price,  wliich,  it  is  esti- 
mated, will  be  about  48  per  cent  of  the  nom- 
inal vtilue? 

— Those  who  have  anjlhiiifi  to  do  with  mun- 
icipal officials  can  not  fail  lo  note  Uie  great 
number  of  idle  clerks  in  all  llie  offices.  They 
liave  notliing  lo  do,  nur  are  they  willing  Ui  do 
anything,  U  is  no  wonder  the  ninuicipalily 
is  practically  bankrupt. 

— A  connuibsion  in  the  con  I  ab  Hid  ail r  section 
of  the  national  treasury  is  preparing  a  list  of 
debts  owing  to  various  creditors  by  tlie  state, 
SO  lluit  congress  can  authorize  their  paymenl. 
Sliould  not  such  an  authorization  be  passed 
this  session,  then  the  said  creditois  will  hiive 
to  wait  anoiher  year  for  what  is  due  Lliem, 

—The  Senate  will  vote  the  credit  of  40,oqojS 
for  Dr.  Chapot-rrevr.st,  to  enable  him  to 
visit  Europe  to  explain  his  surgical  operation. 
We  do  not  lack  in  appreciation  for  this  oper- 
ation, but  we  are  inclined  to  believe  that  a 
printed  monograph  costing  less  than  i,ooo|i 
would  have  answered  all  practical  pnrposes, 

—The  secretary  of  finance  of  the  state  of 
Baliia  has  suspended  clause  6  of  the  contracts 
made  with  various  parties  (23  May  1899)  for 
the  extraction  of  mangabeira  rubber.  'J'lie 
secretary  says  these  cnnlracls  are  nnl!  and 
were  celebrated  w  ithont  authorization,  and 
that  the  clause  in  question,  which  exempts 
them  from  certain  taxes,  is  illegal  and  void, 
—  One  of  the  proposals  under  consideration 
in  congress— and  it  is  said  that  it  has  a  very 
strong  backing- restores  the  former  dnlies  on 
wheat  and  flonr,  the  effect  of  which  will  be  to 
restrict  the  imporlatioii  of  flonr  and  increase 
that  of  wheat.  This  will  be  very  unsatisfac- 
tory news  lo  the  Aiiieiicau  millers,  as  it  will 
tend  to  diminish  the  imporialion  of  American 
flonr, 

—A  Rio  telegram  of  the  12th  to  the  Com- 
iiicrcio  dc  .Sao  J'ii//lo  says  that  the  last  pay- 
ment made  by  the  Banco  da  RepubHca  was 
that  of  ]50,ooo|  on  the  preceding  day  lo  the 
Loudon  and  Brazilian  Bank,  This  money, 
says  the  telfgram,  was  in  ]jackages  carrying 
the  bands  of  the  German  Bank.  The  telegram 
is  not  strictly  correct  as  there  were  many 
payments  made  during  the  first  hour  or  two 
of  the  I2th. 

—A  telegram  from  Bru.ssels  on  Snnday, 
says  llie  Gazefa  de  NoHcias,  announces  that'a 
loan  bad  been  successfully  issued  there  by  the 
Soci^t^  Aiionyme  du  Gaz,  of  this  city,  for  the 
sum  of  £800.000,  a  group  of  bankers  and 
financiers  guaranteeing  tlie  same.  The  com- 
pany is  lo  be  reorganized  under  more  advan> 
tageous  conditions-  in  which,  let  us  hope, 
the  gas  consumers  in  Rio  de  Janeiro  will  not 
be  forgotten, 

—Depositors  will  probably  learn  in  fnture 
to  inform  themselves  whetlier  a  bank  reserves 
lo  itself  the  right  lo  withhold  deposits  for  60 
days,  at  its  own  pleasure.  Such  a  condition 
19  grossly  unjust  to  those  who  wish  to  deposit 
money  for  safe  keeping  fora  brief  period,  and 
who  are  then  seriously  inconvenienced  bv  not 
being  able  to  draw  it  out  when  wairted.  Some 
days  since,  we  are  told,  a  man  deposited 
20o,OooJ  in  the  Banco  da  Repnblica.  on  the 
eve  of  its  suspension.  He  is  on  his  way  to 
Europe,  and  deposited  the  money  for  sjife 
keeping.  Now  he  fii;ds  himself  obliged  to 
wait  60  days  for  hia  money,  and  mav  even 
then  be  obliged  to  accept  Ijonds  on  which  he 
cm  realize  only  at  a  heavy  loss.  In  some 
countries  llie  acceptance  of  such  a  deposit  is 
cottaidered  highly  reprehensible. 


—  The  Jot  nal  is  now  echoing  the  complaints 
against  the  caixa  da  ainortizi^ilo  for  liot 
]>romptly  redeeming  dirty  and  ragged  notes. 
Only  one  clerk  is  employed  to  do  this,  and  he 
worksonly /hw //(7/(;'5,  from  ri  to  1  p.m.  Why 
not  double  his  hours  and  why  not  put  on  two 
men?  Snrely  hnsintiss  men  can  not  waste  so 
nuich  time  in  trying  to  excliange  dirty  for 
clean  money.  If  facilities  were  given  the 
calleil-in  notes  wonld  all  be  redeemed  much 
more  quickly  Ihau  they  now  are, 

—  Having  fiiitbfnlly  performed  our  duty  of 
warning  the  people  against  the  disastrous 
poliL'T  that  has  caused  the  present  cahimitous 
situaiion,  we  have,  we  think,  earned  the 
right  lo  offer  advice  in  this  emergency.  What 
is  wow  desirable  i<  to  s;ive  a.-^  much  as  possible 
from  the  wreck,  and  this  in  onr  opinion,  re- 
quires action  tliat  is  at  once  calm,  quiet, 
])rudeut,  harmonious,  prompt  and  energetic, 
inn-  this  purpose  we  recouniiend  tlie  iiiinie- 
diate  call  of  a  meeting  of  business  men  for  the 
election  of  a  connnittee  for  promoting  and 
directing  such  aclion.  This  committee  shouUl 
be  composed  of  men  noted  for  tiieir  honesty 
and  clearheadedness.  The  confidence  in- 
spired by  such  a  connnittee  should  give  it  far 
greater  influence  than  that  which  can  be  found 
anywhere  else  at  the  present  time,  and  this 
influence  should  be  employed  in  promoting. 
through  the  proper  channels,  the  adoption  of 
measures  intended  luit  only  to  mitigate  the 
effect  of  evils  which  it  is  now  too  late  lo  avoid, 
bnt  also  lo  free  the  country  from  the  falal 
policy  thai  is  paralysing  the  wealth-producing 
energy  of  Ihe  people.  Wiiat  nie^isnres  are 
requisite  for  this  purpose  the  inem!)ers  of  the 
committee  can,  we  think,  best  decide. 

— Lack  of  resistance  to  persistent  encroach- 
ments on  the  rights  of  persons  and  properly 
have  had,  as  was  to  be  expected,  the  efi^ect  of 
almost  completely  destroying  respect  for  those 
rights.  Heinous  crimes  are  committed  with 
iiupunity  by  those  wlio  have  official  protection, 
while  many  unfortunates  against  whom  no 
charge  of  crime  has  been  proved  languish  in 
prison  for  indefinite  periods.  Holders  of  gov- 
ernment gold  bonds  are  forced  to  convert 
them  into  currency  bonds  on  terms  dictated 
by  the  government  and,  when  lliey  display 
reluctance,  they  are  threatened  with  the  sus- 
pension of  payment  of  interest  and  with  so- 
called  redemption  at  sucli  a  price  as  the  gov- 
ernment chooses  to  ])ay  in  its  depreciated  cur- 
rency. Owners  of  real  estate  are  so  harassed 
with  the  abusive  and  vexatious  exactions  of 
varions  classes  of  petty  official  tyrants  that 
life  has  become  a  burden  to  them.  The  owners 
of  all  kinds  of  ];roperly  witness  in  impotent 
ilespair  the  disappearance  of  the  fruits  of  long 
years  of  arduous  toil,  absorbed  by  exorbitant 
taxes  and  ruinous  fines.  The  latest  di;veIop- 
nient  of  the  prevailing  contempt  for  the 
rights  of  pi'operLy  is  Llie  present  attempt  to

They  will  be  houglit  by 
speculators  and  in  due  time  redeemed  at  ])ar 
with  the  money  of  taxpayer.';,  who  will  thus 
be  s;iddled  witli  a  heavy'hurden  without  the 
slightest  benefit  to  (k']iositors.  There  can 
hardly  he  devised,  we  think,  a  worse  measure 
than  this  issue  of  3  '/o  liDuds,  which  siicrifices 
tlie  very  two  chusses  whobc  itilcresls  are  uio^l 
worthy  of  prolecLion.

—In  yesterday's  Diaiio  Official  the  gov- 
ernment published  a  .statement  of  its  trnnsac- 
tioua  with  the  Banco  da  RepubHca.  We  now 
await  the  statement  of  the  president  of  the 
bank, 

—  The  governor  of  the  state  of  Sao  Paulo 
lias  asked  the  state  assembly  for  supplemen- 
tary credits  of  250,000;^  lo  complete  Ihe 
Juqnery  insane  asylum  and  550.000J  for  tlie 
conclusion  of  tlie  Sorocaba  sanitary  works.

— In  a  recent  issue  we  predicted  that  we 
would  be  forgiven  for  not  approving  of  Min- 
ister Murtinho's  financial  tiidtering  just  as 
we  had  been  previously  forgiven  for  not 
approving  of  the  ciisiHiaiiienlo.  We  now  have 
reason  to  suppose  that  what  we  predicted  is 
already  more  (ban  half  accomplished. 
■  -^On  hist  TImrsday  a  very  timely  rennirk 
was  made  in  the  chamber  by  Deputy  Kausto 
Cardoso,  wlio  s:iid  that  the  government  will 
l)e  criminally  iiiiprudent  if  it  fails  to  provide 
for  the  possible  contingency  of  a  run  on  the 
government  savings  bank.  Widespread  suf- 
fering would  result  from  the  failure  of  that 
establishment   to  honor  its    obligations. 

— Tlie  Financial  News  surmises  that  the 
Brazilian  government  will  issue  more  paper 
money  and  that  its  inability  to  resume  the 
paymenl  of  iutere.st  in  gold  at  the  expiration 
of  the  funding  scheme  moratorinin  is  now  a 
foregone  conclusion.  Tliis  louses  the  ire  of 
the  Jotital  do  Coinincrcio,  which  violently  at- 
tacks tlie  Financial  News.  Odio  veiho  mlo 
cansa. 

—  It  is  stated  that  llie  municipal  govern- 
ment of  Rio  Pardo  has  been  collecting  taxes 
and  spending  the  money  wilhoiit  paying  its 
creditors.  The  latter,  it  is  added,  became 
tired  of  Unit  little  game  and  went  to  work 
and  collected  the  taxes  themselves,  sending 
the  taxpayers  to  the  municipal  authorilies  for 
Uie  necessary  receipts.  Tiiere  are  some  other 
governments  whose  creditors,  we  think,  can 
advantageously  follow  the  example  of  their 
Rio  Pardo  brelhren. 

—  Deputy  Serzedelln,  wliose  lachrymal  capa- 
city is  said  by  those  who  know  him  to  be 
equalled  only  by  that  irersatility  which  renders 
him  always  ready  to  grapple  questions  of 
which  he  is  profoundly  ignorant  and  which 
has  won  forhini  tlie  title  of  homem  de  sete 
inshiifnciilos,  is  now  weeping  over  the  depar- 
ture of  foreign  capital.  It  is  perhaps  hardly 
necessary  to  add  that  this  same  lachrymose 
congressman  supports  a  financial  ]>olicy  that 
drives  out  of  the  country  holli  foreign  and 
Brazilian  capital  by  rendering  its  investment 
iinremuneraLive.

To  such  an  extent  has  exorhilaiil  taxation 
depleted  avaikdjie  resources  and  weakened 
credit  that  on  hist  Wednesday,  when  the  nin 
was  made  on  tlie  Banco  da'  Republica  and 
Banco  Rural  e  Hypothecario,  these  two  im- 
portant establishments  snccninbi'd  at  the  first 
note  of  alarm  and  confessed  their  inability 
to  meet  their  engagements.  And  if  the  gov"- 
ertimeuL  persists  in  its  disastrous  policy,  it 
will  continue  to  aggravate  tliis  dangerous 
situation.
